Paso Robies Invaded by Crickets. 

Paso Robles.—For the past three 
days and nights Paso Robles has been 
infested with the worst swarm of 
crickets that has ever been seen in 
this vicinity. The sidewalks at night 
are covered with them. They fly up 
and strike pedestriaus in the face 
with considerable force, and every¬ 
body is talking about the scourge and 
wondering whence it came and bow 
long it is going to remain. It is be¬ 
lieved that the swarm is the same one 
that wrought such havoc to crops 
along the coast this season. 


Charles King, the American sen¬ 
tenced to. be banged at Edmonton, 
Ontario, on September 1st, has been 
granted a reprieve until September 
30th. 

Three persons were killed in a head- 
end collision between two Union Pa¬ 
cific freight traius one and half miles 
east of Roseville, eighteen miles west 
of Topeka. Kas. 

At Rigby, Nova Scotia, Hope 
j Young, charged with the murder of 
; Minnie Young, her ward, was found 
guilty and sentenced to death, the 
date of the execution being fixed for 
Wednesday, December 20th. 

The United States Government 
building at the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition, erected at a cost of 8500,- 
000, has been sold to a wrecking com¬ 
pany for $10,500. The steel trusses in 
the structure alone cost $100,000. 

Eleven wreckers were injured by 
j the collapse of the roof of the Educa¬ 
tional building at the St. Louis 
World’8 Fair grounds, upon which the 
men were at work demolishing the 
structure. Three were seriously in¬ 
jured. 

The Navy Department of Japan has 
rechristened the captured Russian 
war ships as follows: The Peresviet 
has been named the Sagarni; the Pol¬ 
tava, the Tango; the BHyan, the Aso; 
the Paliada, the Tsugaru, and the 
Variag, the Soya. 

Vice-Admiral Rojestvensky in a let 
ter tn his family in St. Petersburg 
says he expects to have fully recover¬ 
ed from the wounds received in the 
battle of the Sea of Japan by the end 
of September, when, with the permis¬ 
sion of the Japanese Government, ho 
will start for Russia. 

Dr. William Rininger, a member of 
the faculty of Marion-Sims MedicHl 
College of St. Louis, was killed by an 
explosion of benzine in the laboratory 
of his home. The sacriHce of his life 
was indirectly due to his zeal in pro¬ 
secuting a systematic study of the 
symptoms aud cure of consumption. 

Judge L. Redden, one of the lead¬ 
ing members of the Topeka, Kas., 
bar, dropped dead at his home there. 
On the shelf near where be kept some 
medicine, and in a similar bottle was 
silver polish, containing cyanide of 
potassium. Of this he took a gener¬ 
ous swallow, thinking it the medi¬ 
cine. Death followed instantly. 

A family of seven, named Gates, 
have been drowned in the river be¬ 
tween Mayaville and Dover, Ky., their 
shanty boat having been run down in 
midstream by a tow boat. Gates, his 
wife and live children were asleep 
when the accident occurred. The 
shanty boat had been tied to shore, 
but had broken loose during a storm. 

John O’Connor, a former member 
of the Texas Legislature and Populist 
candidate for United States Senator- 
in 1894, has been tried and convicted 
at Marlin, Texas, of theft and sen¬ 
tenced to two years in the peniten¬ 
tiary. He had borne a good reputa¬ 
tion for honesty until this charge was 
made against him. He is a lawyer by 
profession. 

The authorities in German Samoa 
have found it necessary to deport 
from Samoa to German New Guinea 
several turbulent chiefs, who have 
been plotting against the Government 
for some time. The action of Gover¬ 
nor Soil has not created any excite¬ 
ment among tbe natives, many of 
whom are not sorry to see the chiefs 
taken away. 

Advices from Peking state that a 
mob of 1000 Buddhist Lamas, by a 
preconcerted arrangement to drive 
the Christians out of their province, 
attacked the various French Roman 
Catholic establishments on tbe coast 
of Sawhoa, wrecking one church aud 
killing many priests. The number of 
dead is said to be between eighteen 
and twenty - three.

French fruit may replace it. The 
resolution by the Chamber of 'Com¬ 
merce at Clermond Ferrand contains 
allusion to Switzerland which 
clearly indicates such a hope. With 
these facts iu mind, it should be easy 
to circumvent any [attempts at injur¬ 
ing our commerce iu such au unfair 
way. ”

Ten prominent farmers of the Won- 

f utehee Valley have decided to conduct 

a series of experiments in the cultiva¬ 
tion of English walnuts. They have se¬ 
cured sufficient seed to plant forty-five 
acres. One man proposes to devote 
twenty acres to nut trees. The pro¬ 
moters hope to demonstrate that the 
soil and climatic conditions of that sec¬ 
tion arc adapted to successful nut cul¬ 
ture. The market is at their doors, 
and success is assured when the crops 
are harvested. The new Industry 
promises a profitable investment, and 
! will add much to advertising the cotin- 
try as a desirable location for diversi¬ 
fied tree culture. Walnut growing is 
comparatively new to-the orehardists 
of this State. It is not in the* experi¬ 
mental stage. One farm in Chelan 
County lias produced excellent nuts. 
The trees were grown from seed and 
began bearing nuts when five years 
old. Last season they gave better 
profits than any fruits in that section.

ROUTE OF THE RAILROAD TO KEY WEST. 

The sort of railroading which appeals to the public mind, by reason of 
its daring and by the new problems which it often presents to the engineer, 
Is that through mount- in regions, but it lias remained for Henry M. Flagler, 
who has been forme’. "The Wizard of Florida," to take in hand some rail¬ 
way construction u! ' h is not only unique, but daring to the last degree. 
This task is the exte- -inn rf his Florida East Coast Railway, which has for 
some years I cm in operation between St. Augustine and Miami, 154 miles 
southwest ward and northwestward from the latter point to the Important Isl¬ 
and of Key West. Tho construction of tiie extension is proceeding rapidly. 

The road will traverse for a considerable distance a ridge or slight eleva¬ 
tion of aalitic limestone, and passing beyond this will reach sand, the man¬ 
grove. that strange tree which reaches its roots downward Into the water 
from tho limbs above being for a long distance the principal vegetation. 
Then the road will strike considerable stretches of water, more or less shal¬ 
low, but always the foundation will be one of the finest and most sub¬ 
stantial Imaginable, namely, coral rock. 

The construction will be of the most expensive and durable character, 
and everything will make for absolute safety. The first survey was for a line 
to Capo Sable, but when this was made Mr. Flagler found that he was sixty 
miles front Key West and twelve mile* front what is known as the th^ee 
fathom lino of the gulf. He therefore decided to undertake the greater prop 
osition, and so change.1 (lie line from Homestead and is building more nearly 
along what may be called the general line of the coast. 

In a scenic way this road will be notable. The views It will give of those 
beautiful southern waters, with all their tenderness of tint, with the scores 
of “keys" or islands and Inlets, great and small, will make it like a voyage in 
wonderland. The line will pass from key to key, and tiie first deep water it 
will strike will be at what is known as Knight's Key, where there will be a 
channel thirteen feet in depth.

Health and Reauty Hints. 

Lemon juice will remove fruit and 
vegetable stains from the hands. 

Do not bathe immediately after eat¬ 
ing or when overheated from a walk. 

Rest tired, overheated feet by a cool 
foot bath, then put on fresit hosiery 
and another pair of shoes. 

Remember that too much ice watei 
in hot weather increases tiie flow of 
perspiration, besides being bad for the 
stomach. 

Take a daily hath in the summer. 
If a cold plunge is too severe, have the 
water hot and leave the cold water 
faucet running until the water in the 
tub becomes cooler. 

A bottle of good toilet water Is an 
excellent addition to the dressing table; 
bathe the forehead, the back of the 
neck and the temples with the re¬ 
freshing liquid when overheated or 
tired. 

When very warm let the cold water 
faucet run on tiie wrists for a few 
minutes at the pulse. This cools the 
heated blood passing here near the 
surface of the skin and so cools the 
whole body by circulation.

His cul¬ 
ture and training are many sided—he 
is learned in Chinese philosophy and 
literature, he is it thorough scholar 
ln the intricate literature of Ills own 
country, and he speaks and writes 
fluently ln several European lan¬ 
guages. 

Mr. Takahira Is not of the titled 
clnss—he lias risen from the ranks. 
Entering the Imperial diplomatic serv¬ 
ice in 1870, after a thorough educa¬ 
tion at the Japanese capital, he was 
appointed attache to the Japanese le¬ 
gation In Washington, becoming sec¬ 
retary of that legation In 1881. Two 
years later he was up pointed secre¬ 
tary of tiie Foreign office. letter, he 
held a number of important i>osts, in¬ 
cluding those of charge d’affaires ln 
Corea (1885), consul general at New 
York (18111), minister resident to Hol¬ 
land (1802), minister to Italy (1804), 
minister to Austria (1800), vice minis¬ 
ter for foreign affairs (1800) and vice 
minister to the United States (1000). 

The Jupnnese minister is a man of 
middle age, of a strong, well-built 
frame, but broken somewhat from his 
experience of last winter, when he was 
operated on for appendicitis. Tact¬ 
ful and diplomatic, a dignified diplo¬ 
mat through and through, Mr. Taka¬ 
hira has creditably lepresented Jni>- 
anese interests throughout tiie present 
difficult period of the war,. He has 
only courageous expressions of appre¬ 
ciation for the admirable qualities of 
the Russian people, whom lie under¬ 
stands thoroughly. He does not look 
for pence ln the near future, but says 
that Japan Is quite ready and pre¬ 
pared to continue the conflict as long 
as may be necessary. As to the i> 08 - 
sibility which has been suggested of a 
Russo-Japanese alliance after peace 
hns been concluded, Mr. Takahira de- 
1 dares this can never be. The Japan¬ 
ese people, he points out, hnve been 
educated, politically, along Anglo-Sax 
on lines, and It would be very difficult 
to change this national bent. A Fran- 
co-Russlan alliance might be possible, 
bnt a Russo-Japanese alliance never. 

Teeth Not Bones at All. 

PTofessor H. Byrnes Thompson, 
Gresham professor of medicine, ln the 
course of an address at the Polytech¬ 
nic, Regent street London, on “The 
Evolution and Degeneration of the 
Teeth,” remarked that while tbe bones 
of man / and animals bad decayed 
greatly during the last 6,000 or T,000 


years, tiie teeth had lieen preserved’ 
in n much better condition. 

Teeth were not part of bones, but 
part of the skin they were, in fact, 
dermal appendages. Old people were 
surprised to find that when the teeth 
of the lower Jaw departed there wns‘ 
very little of tiie Jaw left. This pro 
rluoed what was called the nut-cracker 
physiognomy. Referring to the fact, 
that die crocodile had an animated 
toothpick in the form of a bird, which 
removed foreign matter, the lecturer 
i nforced the lesson of the necessity of 
attending carefully to the cleansing of 
tho teeth and recommended attention 
to them at night as being more im* 
portant than In the morning.

Has Nevada always been an arid and 
desert region? Its geological records, 
as indelibly carved In sandstoue and 
granite, showing the shore lines of 
ancient lakes, proclaim that it has nor, 
but that at one time a vast body of 
water, as great in area as Lake Erie, 
covered a portion of the State. To¬ 
day, however, the aridity of the coun¬ 
try is unquestioned and the 350.000 
acres, to part of which Fncle Sam is 
to apply water, will practically double 
Its well Irrigated area and its agricul¬ 
tural population. 

Nevada’s ancient inland sea is 
known as Lake La Houtnn; it was 
one of several great prehistoric lakes 
distributed over tlie Great Basin of 
the arid region, among them Lake 
Bonneville, of which the Great Salt 
Lake was the deepest portion. Its area 
was nine times greater than the Great 
Salt, or almost as large as Lake Mich¬ 
igan, and much deeper. 

The contracted remains of Lake La 
Hontan in Nevada are found In Pyra¬ 
mid Lake and a number of other small 
enclosed lakes which were the deepest 
portions of the ancient lake. Since 
these large prehistoric lakes were 
land-locked and did not overflow, it 
follows that the rainfall which fed 
them was much heavier than it is 
to-day. 

Should conditions revert, many of 
the important points situated in the 
Great Basin would be hopelessly 
flooded, such, for instance, as the Mor¬ 
mon Temple, which would stand in fif¬ 
ty feet of water, while 700 miles of 
railroad would be submerged. 

These prehistoric lakes are said to 
be of very recent origin—that is. recent 
by the geologists' count—perhaps 30.- 
000 or 40,000 years old. Fossils have 1 
been found showing the presence of 
primitive man along their ancient 
shores and embankments, which in 
many Instances are as perfect in con¬ 
tour and as distinct ns if the waters 
had receded only a few years since. 
These lakes included such arid and 
ill be required fear-inspiring localities of to-day as 
the Black Bock Desert.

Tank for Dipping; Sheep. 

There are several plans for making 
a tank in which to dip sheep, and if 
one has a flock of considerable size it 
is wise to obtain some of the plans 
that are offered by manufacturers. If, 
however, the flock is not large, a home¬ 
made affair is easily built and at com¬ 
paratively small cost A tank of this 
kind is made as follows: A convenient 
size is ten feet long, four feet wide 
and two and one-half feet deep. It 
should be made so that the tank con¬ 
taining the dip is reached by a slat¬ 
ted walkway leading down to it, and 
another slatted walk leading up to the 
landing from which they go down into 
the tank. 

There should be sufficient of the dip 
mixture placed in the tank to cover 
the back of the animal, which should 
be Immersed for about one minute, 
then allowed to come up on the land-

RUSSIAN BATTLESHIP KN1AZ POTEMKINE. 

The Russian battleship Knlaz Potemkine Tavritchesky, whose mutinous 
crew surrendered to the authorities of the Roumanian government, is one of 
the newest and perhaps one of the finest of the war vessels still remaining 
under the Russian flag. She was built at the Russian naval yard at Nico- 
laleff, on the Black Sea. was commissioned only three years ago, and at that 
time contained every known modern appliance for a first-class battleship. 
She Is 371 feet long, has a beam of 72 feet and is armored throughout with 
Krupp steel varying in thickness from 12 inches on the turrets to 8 Inches

The map will show hy diff¬ 
erent colors the nature of the soli, 
while the descriptive booklet will tell 
its value which has been determined 
by examination of the soil, study of the 
railroad facilities, and the examina¬ 
tion of the markets and other qualify¬ 
ing conditions. The soil maps and 
booklets will enable many farmers, 
who have been only partially success¬ 
ful, to learn wherein they have failed 
by trying to raise crops unadapted to 
the nature of their lands, and will in¬ 
struct them as to what crops are best 
suited to their farms. It will Instruct 
them also as to the best methods of 
cultivating soils of different kinds. 

While the examination of soils has 
been carried on for perhaps a hundred 
years by laboratory methods, the pres¬ 
ent investigation is along entirely dif¬ 
ferent and far more practicable lines. 

The soils division was established as 
a separate bureau of the Department 
of Agriculture on July 1, 1901, and 
since that time its force has been in¬ 
creased more than twelvefold. Up to 
December 31, 1904, the bureau has 
mapped 88,855 square miles. In small 
batches scattered over the whole Unit¬ 
ed States, and it is estimated that 
eighteen years more w 
to complete the work.

Attention is called in the Technical 
World to the fact that the introduction 
of the vacuum-tube light has brought 
into existence a new trade—that of 
"glass plumbing.” The glass tubes, in 
which the light is produced by an elec¬ 
tric current flowing through a gaseous 
conductor, are an inch and three-quar¬ 
ters in diameter, and are put up in 
lengths of about eight and a half feet, 
and hermetically sealed In situ. For 
the purpose of this work a new set of 
glass-blower’s instruments has been 
devised, Including cutting tools, blow¬ 
ers and hand torches, and experts per¬ 
form the necessary operations with 
surprising rapidity. 

A new Norwegian sounding appara¬ 
tus for the use of ships consists of an 
electrical device whereby a sound¬ 
wave is sent to the sea-bottom, in rel¬ 
atively shallow water, and upon being 
reflected back to the vessel is received 
by another part of the same appara¬ 
tus. An automatic record is made of 
the time elapsed between the depart¬ 
ure and the return. Thus the velocity 
of sound in water being known, the 
depth is at once ascertained. The ap¬ 
paratus is designed to make a continu¬ 
ous record, and a corresponde.it of the 
Scientific American says that it may ! 
be so constructed as to give an alarm ! 
when the water shallows to a certain 
depth. 

Recent experiments in the Depart- j 
ment of Agriculture have shown that j 
the former idea that bacteria in gen-1 
eral are not harmed by freezing is un¬ 
tenable. On the other hand, the ef¬ 
fect of very low temperatures has been ! 
greatly overestimated. Messrs. Smith 
and Swingle have observed as destruc-; 
tive effects upon bacterial life from 
the temperature of salt and pounded 
ice ns from that of liquid air. The 
critical point appears to be somewhere j 
about the freezing-point of water. An 
organism which can pass this point in 1 
safety may be proof even against abso¬ 
lute zero. A few individual bacteria 
In every culture tried were able to en¬ 
dure unharmed the temperature of 
liquid air. This Is believed to be due 
to the absence of water in the cells. 

Where the Great Northern railway 
skirts the shore of I’liget Sound, in 
the State of Washington, traffic is 
sometimes interrupted by slides from 
steep sand and gravel hanks, which 
cover the tracks. Formerly these acci¬ 
dents caused vexatious delays while 
gangs of men slowly shoveled off the 
obstruction; but the principle of dy- 
draullc mining, so well known in the 
West, suggested a more expeditious 
method of opening up the roud. A 
steam pump attached to heavy hose 
now takes the place of the shovelers 
when a slide is to be removed, and 
the skilfully directed stream of water 
rapidly washes off the sand and earth, 
and leaves the track free. Of course 
care must be taken not to undermine 
the roadbed, but this difficulty seems 
to have been avoided.

Nitrate of soda, one part; dried blood, 
two parts; superphosphate of bone 
meal, four parts; kainit, three parts, all 
by weight.

Aluminum horseshoes have been 
thoroughly tested by the Russiau 
nrmy.

Good ventilation, clean bedding and 
plenty of light and comfortable stalls 
are also necessary in the cow stable. 
Dusty bedding and any feed that is 
dusty will seed it with millions of 
germs and these will develop taints 
and defects that are not desirable. 


Kicli Milk Gave Lower Cost Butter. 

The results obtained with 172 dairy 
herds In Denmark, aggregating 3,723 
cows, were recently studied. The cows 
were arranged in eight classes accord¬ 
ing to the average per cent of fat in 
their milk, each class having about the 
same number of cows. In the case of 
Class 1 (richest milk), 70.8 food units 
were required for the production of 
one hundred pounds of milk, against 
05.0 units in the case of Class 8 (poor¬ 
est milk). One pound of butter re¬ 
quired 16.83 food units in Class 1. aud 
19.52 in Class 8. The skimmilk ob¬ 
tained per pound of butter was 22.3 
aud 28.4 pounds respectively for the 
two classes. At ordinary prices of 
feeds and products it was found that a 
pound of butter was produced 2.8 cents 
cheaper by the cows producing rich 
milk than by those yielding milk low 
in butter fat.—American Cultivator.
